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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the communications filed on 04/09/2007. 
Claims 1-8, 17-20 are elected and addressed in this office action. 
Claims 1-20 are pending In the application. 

Election/Restrictions 



2. Applicants elect Claims 1-8, 17-20 and withdraw Claims 9-16 without traverse. Claims 9-16 
require canceling in the next reply. 



Specification 



3. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility application. 
These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 



Arrangement of fhe Specification 



As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include the 
following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without underlining or 
bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should 
follow the section heading:

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention, 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 CFR 1.97 and 
1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 
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(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

The specification lists TECHNICAL FIELD (i.e. "(1) Field of the Invention") as a section heading. 

According to the arrangement, "Field of the Invention" is a sub heading of (f). Correction to section 

heading (f) and its sub heading (1) is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-8, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claims 1 and 17: Claims recite recitation, ''modular information handling system", but nowhere in 
the claims that points out or provides functionality as a distinct subject matter to this recitation. Since the 
terminology "modular information handling system"* is unclear in the claims, it is uncertain what this 
system is. The terminology modular information handling system is recited repeatedly, but is like 
recursive with out pointing out a specific functionality. Interpreting this system is as a variable x, and the 
best interpretation for this system is as scanning Interface that receives information related to an item and 
barcode. 

Dependent claims to claims 1 are 2-8, and to claims 17 are 18-20 are indefinite as in the same 
reason as set forth in the independent claims 1, and 17. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, 
subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. . The claims 1-8, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 1-8 recite a system for managing the installation of software onto a selected modular 
information handling system. The further limitations Identified in the recited system comprises only 
software elements. For example, "a bar file data base" and "an installation management module". There 
are no limitations connecting the system as a statutory system. The claims fail to recited statutory claims 
but software per se. Software/ or programming per se fails to meet 35 USC 101 . 

Claims 17-20 recite a method for automating the installation of software onto modular information 
handling system. As addressed in the Claims 1-8. the system fails to meet statutory system, but software 
per se. Therefore, the method implemented in the claims 17-20 is acting like the subroutines In a program 
per se. The method, therefore, remains intended to the operation in a program per se, i.e. they fail to 
produce a physical transformation, as required by a statutory claim. Thus, the claims 17-20 are subjected 
to a manipulation of an abstract idea, and thus fail to meet 35 USC 101. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a 
printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a 
patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 



9. Claims 1, 5-8, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by MJD Software, 
"MJD P/0 Scanning Interface User Guide". 2002. 

Given the broadest reasonable interpretation of followed claims in light of the specification. 
As per Claim 1 : MJD discloses, 

A system for managing the installation of software onto a selected modular infonnation handling system 
comprising (i.e. "MJD P/0 Scanning Interface"): 

a bar file database for storing a plurality of bar files, each bar file associated with a modular component 
of a modular information handling system and having a bar code (See P. 6. "base code database", See # 
4, "associate bar codes"); 

an installation management module in communication with the bar file database, the installation 
management module operable to receive a bar code associated with the selected modular information 
handling system (see . p. 8, i.e. the software used for activating Scanning Interface - See p. 15. 
Processing: This software performs receiving bar code with an selected item (i.e. selected modular 
information)); and 

the installation management module further operable to communicate with the bar file database to identify 
and access each bar file associated with the selected modular information handling system (See p. 10). 
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As per Claim 2 : MJD discloses, The information liandling system of Claim 1 furtlier comprising a 

bar file cache in communication with the installation management module, the bar file cache operable to 

temporarily store bar files retrieved from the bar file database (such as receipts, order numbers that are 

accepted via scanning See p. 44, and p. 47, temporarily, bar code data is stored seen via "Item number"). 

As per Claim 5 : MJD discloses. The information handling system of Claim 1 further comprising: 

each bar file associated with a modular component listing requirements associated with each modular 

component; 

an installation management database for storing installation tasks associated with the requirements listed 
in the bar files associated with a modular component (see barcode database, such as windows database, 
chapter 2); and 

the installation management module operable to communicate each bar file associated with the modular 

information handling system to the installation management database and generate an installation file 

listing each installation task required to install the selected software onto each modular component of the 

modular information handling system (See chapter 4, using operative commands). 

As per Claim 6 : MJD discloses, The system of Claim 5 further comprising the installation 

management database further operable to store bar codes of bar files communicated from the installation 

management module for a selected period (see chapter 4). 

As per Claim 7 : MJD discloses, The system of Claim 1 further comprising a software installation 

module in communication with the installation management module and operable to install selected 

software applications onto the modular server (Refer to scanning receive items). 

As per Claim 8 : MJD discloses. The system of Claim 7 further comprising the software installation 

module associated with a storage network operable to store the selected software applications (Refer to 

the computer's storage that is operative to store scanning receipts of the received items). 

As per Claim 17 : MJD discloses, A method for automating the installation of software onto modular 

information handling systems comprising: 

providing a bar code associated with a modular component of a selected modular information handling 
system to an installation management module; 
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identifying each bar file associated with the selected modular information handling system (See p. 10, 
using AIM Code ID); 

generating a list of installation tasks associated with the identified bar files (e.g.. see p. 43. item number 
and description); and 

managing the installation of software onto modular components of the modular information handling 
system using the generated list (The software of MJD). 
See rationale addressed in the rejection of Claim 1 

As per Claim 18 : Oracle discloses, The method of Claim 17 wherein identifying each bar file associated 
with the selected modular information further comprises: 

providing the bar code of the component to a bar code database (see bar code database); 
identifying each bar code associated with the provided bar code stored in the bar file database (See p. 
10. using AIM Code ID); and 

retrieving bar files for the provided bar code and each identified associated bar code from the bar file 
database (e.g.. see p. 6. associate bar code to item numbers). 

As per Claim 19 : Oracle discloses, The method of Claim 17 further comprising storing the identified bar 
files in a bar file cache (e.g., see p. 6, associate bar code to item numbers). . 

As per Claim 20 : Oracle discloses. The method of Claim 17 wherein managing the installation of software 
onto modular components further comprises: 

communicating installation tasks to a software installation module operable to install software onto the 
modular Information handling system (see barcode database, such as windows database, chapter 2); and 
providing a storage network associated with the software installation management module, the storage 
network including software applications to be installed onto the modular components (See rationale 
addressed in Claim 8). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C, 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the Invention 
was made. 

11. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable by MJD Software, "MJD 
P/0 Scanning Interface User Guide", 2002. 

Given the broadest reasonable interpretation of followed claims in light of the specification. 
As per Claims 3-4 : MJD does not disclose the system as a blade server, however, the claims recite the 
server without the functionality to incorporate with the Claim 1 as a whole, but included. 
Official notice is taken that to include to a system with non-functionally related limitations would not make 
the limitations resulting a structure difference between the system and the intended used of the added 
limitations. The intended use limitations which result no structure differences will not be patentably 
distinguished with the prior art. 

Therefore, it would be obvious to the ordinary in the art at the time of the filing to include as many as non 
related featured to a system. The process steps or structural limitations are stand alone do not make 
prior art differences (See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v, Robie, 187 
F.2d 150, 152. 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951)).
